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Army Sends Economy 
Plan to White House 


CONFORMING to the administra- 
tion’s call for drastic reduction in 
this year’s expenditures, the War De- 
partment has submitted to the Presi- 
dent its program of reduction. 

No intimation has been given offici- 
ally as to the extent of the proposed 
curtailment of military activities, but 
the Army’s “percentage” is estimated 
to be about forty million dollars. 

The Navy Department has practi- 
cally completed its program also and 
it is understood to reach a saving of 
nearly thirty million in current expen- 
ditures. 

Part of the general program is, of 
course, practical economies, dictated by 
sound business reasons. Much of it is 
a postponement of all activities, com- 
mitments and payments that can go 
over for future settlement. 

The remainder, of course, must come 
out of current operations. Announce- 
ment was made this week of orders 
reducing as strictly as possible flying 
activities of the Air Corps and similar 
action by the Bureau of Aeronautics. 

Another big temporary saving will 
come through the deferment of the 
completion of the Five-Year Building 
vrogram until next year, which will de- 
lay its completion. 

Maj. Gen. Fechet is quoted as say- 
ing that while all practical steps to 
effect economy in operations will be 
taken, no radical moves are contem- 
plated and no plans are under consid- 
eration looking to the closing down of 
any of the Air Corps stations. 

In Administration circles it is point- 
ed out that the present drive is only 
partially an “economy move,” but is 
also a step toward eliminating waste 
and extravagance and fostering better 
business management in governmental 
activities. 

There has been some _ resentment 
over the linking of the economy move- 
ment with political conditions and un- 
official explanations that the Presi- 
dent is driving for greater efficiency 
at less expense to the taxpayer. 

From the service standpoint there is 
no resentment toward a policy of sound 
retrenchment and there is a full ap- 
preciation of the need for occasional 
concentration on economy. 

On the other hand when the retrench- 
ment policy reaches the point where 
activities have to be curtailed, where 
military training and operations must 
suffer and in the Navy additional ships 
taken out of commission, the ques- 
tion of how far it should go becomes 
of vital importance. 

In the Army aviation is a good ex- 
ample. It has been demonstrated over 
years of experience that the average 
aviator should spend a minimum of 
two hundred hours in the air per year. 
Charts over a long period show that 
the curve of accidents and fatalities

New Regime Brings 


Changed Navy Policy

(LOMING into office at a critical hour, 
confronted by conditions requiring 
drastic action, Adm. W. V. Pratt is 
facing a big task as Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

As chief naval advisor to the Ameri- 
can delegation at London, the admiral 
is held responsible for the existing 
treaty and now faces the responsibility 
of leading the fight for the Navy to se- 
cure a building program that will give 
us a full-strength fleet. 

Under the new regime a noticeable 
change in departmental policy is al- 
ready beginning to take place. 

Fresh from command of the Fleet 
and with a tour of duty as Assistant 
Chief of Operations as a background, 
Admiral Pratt is well equipped with 
ideas on organization, delegation of 
authority and efficient operation that 
will, in all probability, have an im- 
mediate effect in lining up depart- 
mental machinery to meet this special 
and urgent situation. 

Two major problems confront him as 
chief advisor to the Secretary: 
1. Reducing expenditures 

creasing efficiency. 

2. Formulation of a building and re- 
placement program and creation of a 
national naval policy in lieu of the one

League Of Nations To Call 


New Disarming Conference 


and in- 





N SPITE of revolutions and German 
Facist threat to discard the Versail- 
les Treaty, there is to be a resumption 
of the Disarmament Conference, under 
the auspices of the League of Nations, 
at Geneva. 

As his week-end guest at his fishing 
camp on the Rapidan, President Hoover 
had Hugh Gibson, Ambassador to Bel- 
gium. Mr. Gibson, it will be recalled, 
was the representative of the United 
States at the first sessions of the 
League Disarmament Conference three 
or four years ago and at the abortive 
three-power conference at Geneva, and 
a member of the American Delegation 
at the London Conference, which 
brought forth the disarmament treaty 
under which scrapping is taking place. 

Expressing the Hoover view on the ac- 
complishments of the Administration, 
Secretary of State Stimson, before the 
Republican State Convention held in 
Albany Thursday and yesterday, re- 
ferring to the Geneva Tripartite Con- 
ference, declared that as a result of 
the London Conference a situation had 
been ironed out which was as “serious 
and disturbing as any misunderstanding 
between the two great English-speak- 
ing powers of the world is sure to be.” 
In other words, our refusal at Geneva 
to abandon the 8-inch gun cruiser and 
accept the 6-inch cruiser desired by the 
British, precipitated a condition which 
Mr. Stimson regarded as alarming, but 
by reversing our attitude, as was done 
at London, and acquiescing in the Brit- 
ish viewpoint, the relations between the 
two nations have been restored to cor- 
diality. 

Apparently, the Administration is 
prepared to make further cuts. Unless 
France or Italy breaks over the traces 
again, there will be another reduction. 
That reduction it is intended to apply 
not only to the Navy but to the Army. 
Probably, there will be little if any re- 
sults flowing from the resumed nego- 
tiations. France and Italy continued in 
a desultory way, the conversations 
which they began at the London Con- 
ference, but they have practically been 
broken off. France is unwilling to give 
the Mussolini Government the actual 
parity it is claiming. Both are build- 
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Gen. Reckord Reviews 
Camp Perry Matches

(THE one sporting event in the United 

States that has any real national 
defense value has just been completed. 
The National Rifle and Pistol Matches, 
an institution having an almost con- 
tinuous life since 1871, conducted by 
the National Rifle Association and the 
War Department, with money appro- 
priated by Congress, fired its final shot 
at the great Ohio State Rifle Range at 
Camp Perry, Ohio, on Saturday, Sept. 
13. 


The final event was the National 
Team Match, which was won by the 
U. S. Marine Corps against a field of 
107 teams, including many teams from 
the regular services, National Guard 
teams from practically every State, 
civilian teams, teams from the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Camps, Civilian Mili- 
tary Training Camps and last but not 
least, the American Legion. This Na- 
tional Match, where ten men on each 
team fire the Army rifle at ranges all 
the way from 200 to 1,000 yards, is the 
culmination of a program extending 
over three weeks, commencing with a 
school, where civilians, soldiers, and 
sailors of the Navy and the Coast 
Guard are taught to use the rifle and

Payne Expresses Alarm 
At Reserve Officer Loss 


(THE Assistant Secretary of War, 

Col. F. C. Payne, addressing the 
convention of Department of Ohio, Re- 
serve Officers Association of the United 
States, Sept. 20, in Toledo, warned that 
unless some means of checking the 
excessive losses among the junior offi- 
cers in the Army Reserve Corps is 
found a further depletion of approxi- 
mately 10,000 reserve officers may be 
looked for by the end of 1931. 

“One of the problems with which we 
must all be concerned,” the Assistant 
Secretary declared, “is the continuous 
depletion in strength of the Reserve 
Corps. On June 30 last, the number 
of reserve officers on the active list— 
not members of the National Guard— 
totalled about 80,000. We may expect 
this figure to be further reduced by 
the end of 1931 to less than 70,000 
unless we find some means of check- 
ing the excessive losses among junior 
officers.” 

Col. Payne was high in his praise 
of the Reserve Officers Association, 
which he declared “has filled a most 
important role in promoting mutual 
understanding between the professional 
service and the great body of reserve 
officers.” The War Department, he 
pointed out, gladly welcomes its sug- 
gestions and constructive criticisms. 

The text of Col. Payne’s address fol- 
lows in full: 

In accepting your generous invita- 
tion to take part in tonight’s gathering, 
I viewed it as a welcome opportunity 
to meet fellow Reserve officers, and 
to discuss with you a few of the prob- 
lems pertaining to National Defense 
in which you are taking such a com- 
mendable interest. 

In the pages of history it is plain to 
read that no nation, however honorable 
and pacific its intentions, can be sure 
that the ambitions and self-interest of 
others may not threaten its existence. 
Believing ourselves to be the most 
peace-loving of peoples, it is neverthe- 
less a fact that in the century and a 
half since we took our place among the 
family of nations, we have been en- 
gaged in five major wars. 

It is the traditional policy of the 
United States, as you well know, that 
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Board Begins to Draft 
Pay Promotion Bills 





AGREEMENT in principle has been 

reached by the Interdepartmental 
Pay and Promotion Board on the pro- 
visions of the proposed promotion bill 
to be recommended to Congress this 
Fall, together with a pay bill, and the 
sub-committees, appointed at the last 
meeting of the board, are now drawing 
up the text of the necessary legisia- 
tion. 5 

Three sub-committees were named. 
They are known as the Reconciling 
Committee, the Pay Committee, and 
the Drafting Committee. 

The first named has the task of 
“reconciling” the various desires of the 
six services as to promotion and it 
faces the hardest task of any of the 
three. Comdr. H. H. Crosby, USN, is 
chairman of this sub-committee over 
promotion and has one representative 
from each of the other services with 
him. They are: Maj. E. A. Ostermann, 
USMC; Capt. F. Keelty, USA; Comdr. 
H. A. Seran, USCGS; Surg. L. R. 
Thompson, USPHS, and Lt. Comdr. L. 
V. Kielhorn, USCG. 

Members of the pay group which is 
adjusting the rates in the Inter-De- 
partmental Pay Board report to con- 
form with the changes made neces- 
sary by the introduction of the new 
element of promotion into the problem 
are as follows: Col. F. W. Coleman, 
USA; Capt. E. R. Wilson, SC, USN; 
Capt. Carl S. Schmidt, USMC; Comdr. 
H. A. Seran, USCGS; Asst. Surg. 
Gen. C. C. Pierce, USPHS; Lt. Comdr. 
L. V. Kielhorn, USCG. 

The Drafting Committee has the task 
of drawing up the final text of the two 
bills, one on promotion and one on 
pay, which are to be submitted to the 
Joint Congressional Pay Commission. 
This sub-committee will start to work 
just as soon as the other two sub-com- 
mittees come to an agreement on any 
phase of their work, not waiting until 


they finish the entire job. Lt. Col. 
William Bryden, Comdr. Crosby, 
Comdr. Seran, Maj. Ostermann and 


Comdr. Kielhorn make up this group. 

The pay and promotion sub-commit- 
tees are holding daily meetings on the 
pay question and are expected to com- 
plete their work and be ready with re- 
ports when the full board convenes 
again on Oct. 3. 

Only minor changes are probable at 
the hands of the various sub-commit- 
tees from the provisions of the bill 
drafted last year by the Interdepart- 
mental Pay Board and submitted to 
Congress. 

According to present plans the bill 
of last year will be recommended prac- 
tically in toto with the same rates of 
pay increases. The new bill for pro- 
motion will be drafted to conform to 
the provisions of the old pay bill. - 

When the action was taken by Con- 
gress last Spring that sent the pay bill 
back to the services with instructions 
to investigate and submit a joint pay

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Press Sees Recognition Of South American Republics By U.S. As Wise Action

THE United States could have refused recognition to the South American Re- 
“publics because of the revolutionary movements and seemingly chaotic con- 
ditions. However, the U. S. Government took, according to many editors, the log- 
ical course in recognizing their governments. The majority of sources agree with 
the Nashville Tennessean’s (Independent Democratic) statement that “aside from 
purely political considerations the state of our foreign trade required there be 
no delay in taking this course.” There are those sources, however, which be- 
lieve that we should have waited some time before recognizing Argentina, Bolivia 
and Peru, to see if stable governments would be evinced from the new movements. 


66@ ECRETARY STIMSON has not found it difficult to show that in promptly 

recognizing the revolutionary governments in Argentina, Bolivia and Peru 
we do not depart from international practice and American policy,” advises the 
York, Pa., Gazette and Daily (Independent Democratic). ‘* * * The provisional 
governments have proclaimed their intention to regularize their states by hold- 
ing elections in due time. Last, but not least, they have all made clear their 
intention to respect their international obligations. Under the circumstances 
our State Department decided that delay in according recognition would only 
serve to hamper the restoration of normal relations between the outside world 
and ‘these friendly countries.’ ” 


soPHE Washington Government took the logical course in recognizing the new 

governments in Argentina, Bolivia and Peru, where dictators have been 
overthrown in a general fever for reform which swept the Latin-American 
states,” the Rochester Democrat and Chronical (Republican) _ believes. 
“* * * The underlying principle in all the South American governments—the 
impulse for freedom, democracy and union—is the principle of our own nation. 
We are bound by ties of tradition and natural heritage to stand with them in 
friendly aid so long as they travel in our own general direction.” 


6¢ JUST as in social recognition, it is usual in international usage to wait a 

reasonable length of time to see whether the newly established govern- 
ment is really stable and able to control the full situation,” syllogized the 
Dallas Morning News (Democratic). “The revolutionary government is barely 
ten days old, and etiquette would suggest a longer delay. But the overthrown 
government was rather hostile to the United States and the new government 
is the reverse. Again, Great Britain, Germany and the United States are all 
eager to cultivate the trade of Argentina, and both of these rivals had already 
recognized the new regime, hoping thereby to win favor. 

“* ** Possibly similar economic considerations may induce the Secretary 
to reconsider some day the question of the recognition of Soviet Russia, even 
though it has not made it clear that it is its intention to fulfill its international 
obligations.

6¢ AS WE predicted several days ago the government has extended recognition

They are 
not stable organized governments. There is no assurance that they are sup- 
ported by the peoples concerned. They be overturned at any moment by 
counter-revolution or by other juntas. 

“Before recognizing the temporary dictatorships that might have sprung 
up in South America, the United States can well afford to wait and make sure

the ultimate defense of this country 
must rest upon a great citizen army. 
The peace-time army is but a small 
nucleus of such a force, and one of its 
most important tasks is to prepare 
the citizen soldier to meet the demands 
of modern war. Without a strong and 
well-trained Officers Reserve Corps, no 
future general mobilization can be 
promptly and efficiently carried out. 

We believe that a reasonable mili- 
tary preparation on our part serves 
as a deterrent to other nations, should 
any contemplate a violation of our na- 
tional rights. Whether or not this be 
true, it is indisputable that, should 
we be forced to take up arms for our 


protection, such measures cannot fail | 


to save us millions in treasure and 
thousands in precious lives. The Of- 
ficers Reserve Corps is a most impor- 
tant stone in the national defense edi- 
fice we are erecting. Speaking on be- 
half of the War Department, I assure 
you that the notable contributions Re- 
serve Officers are making to the cause 
of National Defense are fully appre- 
ciated. 

The Reserve Officers Association has 
filled a most important role in promot- 
ing mutual understanding between the 
professional service and the great body 
of Reserve Officers. Composed as it 
is of many thousands of patriotic of- 
ficers, its accredited representatives are 
able to present authoritatively and 
promptly the views of its many mem- 
bers—thus furnishing the War Depart- 
ment with a composite opinion of thou- 
sands of men with whom communica- 
tion would be otherwise impossible.

Our problem is to hold 
the interest of these young men during 
the first few critical years after. grad- 
uation. We must welcome them most 


cordially to our regiments. We must 
give them opportunity for such active 
duty training as their early struggles 
in the business world will permit. We 
must bring them to a realization that 
they are in fact officers of the Army 
of the United States, and that their 
connection with it is highly valued by 
he military establishment. In this 
task your association, and yourselves 
as individuals, can accomplish the most 
good. With his customary foresight 
your national President has recently 
appointed a standing committee to 
study the Reserve Officers Training 
Corps and to coordinate efforts for re- 
taining permanently in the Officers Re- 
serve Corps the 6,000 young men who 
annually become eligible for commis- 
sions. 

You may be assured that the War 
Department is constantly studying ways 
and means of strengthening the Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps. We 
realize that the problem is educational 
as well as military. Our objective is 
quality even before quantity, and this 
applies throughout the whole Reserve 
Corps. Appointments in every grade 
must be based solely on merit—for no 
other reason should a man be permit- 
ted to wear the insignia that others 
have fairly earned. 

One of the responsibilities of the 
War Department is to assign splendid 
instructors to the Reserve Officers 
Training Corps institutions. Under 
present policies we consider it a mark 
of distinction for an officer to be se- 
lected for this work, and constant ef- 
fort is being made to raise the stand- 
ard of qualifications for this particular 
duty. 

I now want to take a moment to 
present in brief outline a composite 
picture of the great problem of prep- 
aration with which this country is 
faced. ° 

Modern warfare is essentially dual 
in nature, combatant and industrial. 














Once war has been declared, the duty 
of armies and navies is to fight—the 
duty of industry is to give them the 
things with which to fight, and to meet 
the essential needs of the civilian pop- 


ulation. 

On the other hand then we must be 
ready with our mobilization plans for 
man power, and there must exist a 
great body of well-trained Reserve and 
National Guard officers to fill thou- 
sands of key positions in the combat- 
ant units that must be built up. On 
the other hand, there must be ready 
a mobilization plan for industry, and 
many other Reserve Officers will fill 
important positions in the organization 
that will link industry with the fight- 
ing forces. If unorganized and undi- 
rected, the efforts of industry can be 
no more efficient than would those of 
an army of unorganized individuals 
facing a well-trained foe in the field. 
Should we be forced into war the fac- 
tory must do its full duty to the na- 
tion equally with the man who 
shoulders a musket and bares his 
breast to the enemy’s bullet. The bur- 
dens of war must be equitably distrib- 
uted—and this can be accomplished 
only if the Federal Government is ready 
with a comprehensive plan that will 
assign appropriate duties to every in- 
dividual and every material resource— 
and with a system of control through 
which the will of the majority may be 
enforced. While plans and studies bear- 
ing on industrial mobilization are de- 
veloped in large part within the War 
Department it must be remembered 
that in a major war, industry must 
serve the nation under its own specially 
trained leaders—who will be directly 
responsible to the President for results. 

On these preparatory problems, with 
the assistance rendered by thousands 
of patriotic citizens, real progress is 
being made. Qn you men, and others 
like you, a great portion of the burden 
must fall. For you there can be little 
reward except that which comes from 
a consciousness of duty well done. But 
if that dread day shall ever come when 
threatening clouds blot out the sun of 
international peace and portend the 
storms of war—yours will be the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that your efforts 
have contributed to the staunchness 
of the ship of state, and to placing her 
in better condition to ride out the hur- 
ricane victoriously.

(Continued from First Page) 
scrapped at the London Conference. 

The first of these is practically dis- 
posed of, details only remaining to be 
settled. This applies to the economy 
plan and efforts to increase efficiency 
will be maintained continuously. 

The second is of infinitely greater 
importance. [In fact there are those 
who believe the building program, 
with its ramifications, constitutes one 
of the most vital questions the Navy 
has ever confronted. They believe 
that the future of the Navy depends 
on what is done this year toward build- 
ing up to treaty strength; what de- 
cision is reached on the types and 
charactistics of ships recommended 
and the other issues raised by the pro- 
visions of the London pact. 

Of primary importance, it appears, 
is the absolute necessity for the Navy 
to get together om the program. What- 
ever recommendations are finally sub- 
mitted must represent the unanimous 
opinion of the naval service and all 
differences of opinion must be ironed 
out beforehand if the Navy is to get 
the required support for new construc- 
tion from Congress. 

An initial step has been taken in this 
direction. The Secretary’s Council, 
long since abandoned, again is func- 
tioning. Daily the bureau chiefs and 
other ranking officers of the Depart- 
ment are meeting with Secretary 
Adams and _ Assistant Secretary 
Jahncke for discussion of the more im- 
portant pending matters. These meet- 
ings doubtless will be reduced to one 
a week but there is every indication 
that the practice will not be abandoned. 

As a policy the new regime plans 
close cooperation with the civil head of 
the Navy and it is probable that the 
future will see a return to practice of 
the Secretary handling the non-mili- 
tary functions of the Department di- 
rectly instead of through military chan- 
nels, some of which have been turned 
over to Operations during the regime 
of Secretary Denby and continued un- 
der Secretary Wilbur. 

Completion of the building program 
will be rushed without more delay. 
necessary, according to reports now 
circulating, a special board will be ap- 
pointed to take the findings of the 
General Board and draft them into 
final form after a thorough study of 
the needs of the new Fleet. If con-

Army Economy Plans 
(Continued from First Page) 
rises in proportion as the curve of fly- 
ing hours per man per year goes be- 
low this mark. Efficiency deteriorates 
without flying practice and too great 
curtailment of flying activities will re- 
sult in a greater death and injured list 

in the service. 

The Secretary of the Navy, Charles 
Francis Adams, has directed that the 
Naval Station, Key West, Fla., be 
placed in an inoperative status as soon 
as practicable, and not later than Nov. 
15, 1930. 

The industrial plants at the yard will 
be closed, and the buildings, machin- 
ery, tools and other public property, 
including a marine railway at that 
point, will be placed in condition for 
preservation. 

The headquarters of the 7th Naval 
District, the communication offices and 
the training of naval reserves will be 
continued at Key West. 

The Secretary's order stated that 
the personnel at the statiop will be re- 
duced to a minimum. Personnel now 
at the naval station includes 5 officers, 
13 men of the Navy, 2 officers and 49 
men of the Marine Corps and 125 
civilians. 

Key West station has been used 
chiefly as a port of call for naval sur- 
vey ships working in the Caribbean 
waters and for destroyers visiting Gulf 
of Mexico ports. 

The Navy Department has directed 
all naval activities that in view of the 
urgent demand for rigid economy in 
all branches of the Federal Govern- 
ment, flight operations throughout the 
Naval Aeronautics Organization be re- 
duced to an absolute minimum consist- 
ent with carrying out the approved op- 
erating schedules, and without undue 
sacrifice of efficiency. 

A reduction on the part of flying 
hours can be made, in the opinion of 
the Department, in the following cate- 
gories of flights, with the least detri- 
mental: result upon the service: 


Familiarization and practice, trans- 
portation of personnel, administrative 
flights, and cross-country training. 

Familiarization and practice flights 
should be confined, for the most part 
the Department states, to those avia- 
tors who are not attached to operat- 
ing units, and whose duties are primar- 
ily administrative. 

Personnel should be transported by 
aircraft only when this will react dis- 
tinctly to the government’s advantage 
by nfaterial saving of time in daylight 
working hours. 

It is believed by the Department that 
administrative flights can be materially 
reduced if such flights are more care- 
fully supervised, with a view to obtain- 
ing maximum service from each such 
flights authorized. 

Cross-country training is essential 
to the proper training of Naval avia- 
tors, but it is believed necessary that 
such flights be carefully planned with 
a view to obtaining the maximum bene- 
fit from each such flight authorized. 

In authorizing flights of naval air- 
craft, all officers are enjoined by the 
Navy Department to keep constantly 
in mind the necessity for rigid economy 
and to give their full cooperation in 
an effort to effect a material reduction 
in the total flying hours, 


Army Relief Carnival 
AVORED with fair but warm 
weather, the Army Exposition and 
Carnival, for the benefit of the Army 
Relief, opened Thursday at the Army 
War College with a brilliant assem- 
blage and a spectacular show. 


A resounding boom of 19 guns wel- 
comed Secretary of the Navy Adams 
and Governor Pollard of. Virginia who 
entered the reservation with a Cav- 
alry escort. It was Virginia day at 
the fete, so Governor Pollard was re- 
ceived with official honors. The Secre- 
tary of War and Mrs. Hurley were 
present, appearing with Gen. and Mrs. 
Charles P. Summerall, and Maj. Gen. 
and Mrs. William D. Connor as hosts. 

Governor Pollard was accompanied 
by his daughter, Miss Sue Pollard. 
Mrs. Edward Everett Gann, sister of 
the Vice President, was with the of- 
ficial party as were Assistant Secretary 
of War Payne, Mr. and Mrs. Alfred I. 
du Pont of Wilmington, and Miss 
Catherine Huston. 

The second day Mrs. Herbert Hoo- 
ver, the first lady of the land, attended 
the carnival, thus lending her support 
to the splendid movement carried for- 
ward by the Army. 

While the final count has not been 
tabulated it was estimated that ap- 
proximately 12,000 spectators attended 
the first day—a record for the first 
days of this annual event. Providing 
favorable weather continues, today’s 
attendance is expected to break the at- 
tendance record for the history of the 
fete. 

Mrs. Gann, Mrs. Hurley and Miss 
Pollard released the birds for the 
pigeon derby, which was featured in 
Thursday afternoon’s entertainment. 
Visitors crowded the midway, with its 
merry-go-round, its Ferris wheel and 
its booths devoted to games which had 
a particular appeal for children. There 
was dancing on the tennis courts, aft- 
ernoon and evening, and two military 
bands made continuous music. Tdbles 
were scattered about under the trees 
for the enjoyment of ices and soft 
drinks. Pretty girls in fetching cos- 
tumes sold hot dogs, chewing gum, 
candy, smokes and chancgs for pretty 
much everything under the sun, includ- 
ing two enchanting Pekinese pups. 
Dinner, under direction of Mrs. Wil- 
liam D. Connor and Mrs. Stephen O. 
Fuqua, was served in a great mess 
tent between afternoon and evening 
shows, with many pleasant parties ar- 
ranged by those who cared to remain 
for the evening’s program and see the 
fete in its glamorous “evening dress” 
of searchlights and Japanese lanterns. 

The show presented at the carnival, 
afternoon and evening, rivaled a three- 
ring circus in its varied angles of in- 
terest. Hardly had one attraction fin- 
ished than another began. Each event 
was described so that every one on the 
field could hear by means of an ex- 
tensive amplifying system. 

Probably the most colorful exhibi- 
tion was the “Perils of the Plains” 
pageant. Plodding slowly down the 
field came a long line of oxen draw- 
ing covered wagons that swayed like 
ships at sea. 

A trapper comes to warn the plains- 
men of the approach of Indians. As 
hastily as possible with the oxen, they 
form a circle, and soon the Redskins 
are upon them, yelling and hurling 
fiery darts. 

In contrast to this is the encounter 
between a regiment of infantrymen, 
led by huge tanks and flanked by ma- 
chine gunners, and several airplanes. 
Rifles, machine guns and the heavier 
tank guns spit fire as the planes swoop 
low and drop bombs that fairly rock 
the grandstands. 

Silent, or undirected, drills of the 
8rd Battalion, 12th Infantry, and later 
artillerymen in intricate maneuvers 
drew much deserved applause. 

The “fireflies” and “looping comet” 
of the Air Corps attracted attention 
far beyond the confines of the War Col- 
lege as they did their stunts against 
an inky sky. 

Armored cars sped around the field 
and then staged a mock battle with 
aircraft. The 13th Engineers of Ft. 
Humphreys erected a bridge in 6 min- 
utes and then blew it up. 

Among the booths every activity of 
the War Department is exhibited in 
manner understandable to the laymen. 
Huge planes, tanks, and small guns and 
shells are open to inspection. In addi- 
tion there are a score or more of én- 
tertainment booths, hot dog stands, a

SC Courses Changed 


Ft. Monmouth, N. J.—Under the di- 
rection of Col. A. S. Cowan, com- 
mandant, the Signal School, a detailed 
survey of the courses given to En- 
listed Specialists has been made dur- 
ing the past year. As a result many 
minor changes and one major change 
have been made which will result in 
considerable improvement in the re- 
sults obtained. 


In the Telephone Electricians’ Course 
for arms other than the Signal Corps, 
the course will be 19 weeks instead 
of nine months. This reduction in the 
length of the course was effected by 
the elimination of instruction in cer- 
tain non-essential subjects, such as 
eable splicing and code practice. This 
change will render the course far bet- 
ter adapted to the requirements of the 
other arms and result in insuring the 
unit obtaining the maximum value from 
the training of the soldier by having 
him actually present for duty for a 
greater period of time during his cur- 
rent enlistment. This revision has 
been made with the approval of both 
the interested arms and The Adjutant 
General. 

In the Radio Electricians and Radio 
Operators Courses for arms other than 
Signal Corps experience has indicated 
the desirabiliay of including instruc- 
tion in the use of the buzzerphone 
panels and pyrotechnics. The buzzer- 
phone is now used as a means of wire 
telegraphy within the Infantry division 
and it is contemplated that within the 
brigade and smaller units it will be 
operated by radio personnel, it is con- 
sidered essential that this personnel 
be trained in its use. In the peace 
strength unit it often falls to the lot 
of radio personnel to handle panels 
and pyrotechnics for signalling pur- 
poses; it is therefore believed desirable 
to give this personnel a knowledge of 
this equipment. 





Col. Tracy To War College 


OL. JOSEPH P. TRACY, chief of 
staff, Philippine Department, has 
been ordered to Washington, D. C., for 
duty as assistant commandant of the 
Army War College. His tour of for- 
eign duty expires Oct. 20, 1930, and 
he probably will report here shortly 
after that. 

Col. Tracy was born in the District 
of Columbia Oct. 4, 1874, and on June 
15, 1892, was appointed to the United 
States Military Academy from Penn- 
sylvania. Upon graduation from West 
Point in: June, 1896, he was appointed 
second lieutenant, ist Artillery, and 
reported for duty at Ft. Wadsworth, 
N. Y. In October the same year he 
was transferred to Key West, Fla., and 
in April, 1897, was transferred to the 
5th Artillery. During the remainder 
of 1897 and until August, 1898, he 
served at the various forts in the har- 
bor of New York. On Aug. 8, 1898, 
he was appointed aide-de-camp to Maj. 
Gen. James F. Wade, United States 
Volunteers, and on Sept. 4, the same 
year, sailed with Gen. Wade for Ha- 
vana, Cuba, where he remained until 
Jan. 7, 1899. 

From Cuba, Col. Tracy was trans- 
ferred to the Department of Dakota, 
St. Paul, Minn., and March 2, 1899, 
was promoted to first lieutenant of Ar- 
tillery. On Feb. 22, 1901, he sailed 
for the Philippine Islands, and on Aug. 
1, 1901, was promoted to Captain, Ar- 
tillery Corps. He remained on duty 
in the Philippine Islands until July, 
1902, when he returned to the United 
States for station at Ft. Casey and Ft. 
Flagler, Wash. In Aug., 1904, he was 
detailed as student officer, School of 
Submarine Defense, Ft. Totten, N. Y., 
from which he graduated in August the 
following year. From Ft. Totten, Col. 
Tracy was transferred to Washington, 
D. C., as Assistant to the Chief of Ar- 
tillery, War Department. In Oct., 1905, 
he was transferred to Ft. Monroe, Va., 
where he remained until March, 1907, 
when he was detailed on the General 
Staff and ordered to duty in the War 
Department, Washington, D. C. On 
March 11, 1911, he was promoted to 
major, Coast Artillery Corps and 
transferred to Ft. Adams, R. I.. In 
April, 1913, he was transferred to Ft. 
DuPont, Delaware, where he remained 
on duty until Jan., 1914, when he was 
detailed as student officer, Field Of- 
ficers Course, Ft. Leavenworth, Kans. 
In March the same year he returned 
to Ft. DuPont, and on Sept. 1, 1914, 
was detailed in the Adjutant General’s 
Department and ordered to duty at 
Headquarters Central Department, 
Chicago, Ill. On Dec. 14, 1914, he was 
again transferred to Washington, D. 
C., for duty in the office of the Adju- 
tant General. On July 19, 1916, he 
was promoted to lieutenant colonel, 
Coast Artillery Corps, and on Aug. 5, 
1917, was promoted to colonel, tem- 
porary, Coast Artillery Corps.

On Jan. 26, 1922, Col. Tracy was 
detailed on the General Staff, and 
transferred to Ft. Amador, Canal Zone, 
as Chief of Staff, Panama Canal Di- 
vision. In Dec., 1924, he returned to 
the United States for duty as Com- 
manding Officer, 52d Coast Artillery, 
Ft. Eustis, Va. Col. Tracy remained 
on duty at Ft. Eustis as regimental, 
post, and during the last 13 months 
as brigade commander, 30th Coast Ar- 
tillery Brigade (Railway Artillery), 
until Sept., 1928, when he was ordered 
to the Philippine Islands as Chief of 
Staff, Philippine Division. On Oct. 4, 
1929, he was made Chief of Staff, Phil- 
ippine Department, on which duty he 
remains at the present time. 

Col. Tracy has been awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal, the citation 
for which is as follows: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and 
_ distinguished service while in charge 
of the Enlisted Division of the Adju- 
tant General’s Office during the war, in 
which capacity his sound judgment and 
administrative ability were conspicu- 
cus. 





CE Training Regulation 
A NEW training regulation, 445-25, 

has been issued by the Corps of 
Engineers for the training of the rail- 
way battalion. In giving a brief out- 
line it was pointed cut: “These regu- 
lations explain the organization and 
operation of the war-strength rail- 
way battalion for employment upon a 
standard-gauge railway. Their pur- 
pose is to assist engineer railway of- 
ficers in the training and operation of 
their merits and to guide command and 
staff officers charged with their em- 
ployment. 

“No attempt is made to prescribe the 
employment of railway battalions un- 
der all situations since actual condi- 
tions which may confront a railway 
battalion vary widely. Because of this, 
it is not intended that a literal inter- 
pretation of these regulations be made. 
They should be considered as a guide 
and exceptions thereto in the interest 
of efficient operation. The ultimate re- 
sponsibility for the efficiency of a rail- 
way battalion rests upon the battalion 
commander (division superintendent), 
who must work out details as to the 
employment of railway troops as the 
situation demands. 

“The statement of duties is only for 
‘the purpose of showing the command 
relations between the various individ- 
uals, and command responsibility. 
Rules and regulations governing the 
movement of trains and the safety 
of trains and personnel cannot be pre- 
scribed until the theater of operations 
and the physical characteristics of the 
railroad are known.”

Must Use US Vessels 
BRECAUSE his dependents traveled 
on foreign registered vessels, Lt. 
Felix L. Johnson, USN, stationed on 
the USS Pittsburgh, Asiatic Station, 
will receive no reimbursement from the 
government for the expenses of their 
travel. The travel occurred two years 
ago when Lt. Johnson was transferred 
from Annapolis to Asiatic Station. 
When his claim for travel expenses for 
his dependents was rejected because 
they traveled on a foreign vessel an- 
other claim was made for the amount 
which he would have expended for rail 
travel for his dependents had they pro- 
ceeded to Seattle in accordance with 
his original orders. 

Comptroller General McCarl held 
that the purpose of the act of May 22, 
1928, is to compel officers and employes 
to travel on American registered ves- 
sels when such are available and that 
under the law he cannot credit any 
allowance for travel or shipping ex- 
penses incurred on a foreign ship in 
the absence of satisfactory proof of 
the necessity therefor. 





Lt. Petri Commended 


T. E. H. PETRI, USN, and the 
officers and men of the USS 
Grebe, the first vessel to arrive at 
Santo Domingo following the recent 
hurricane, have been commended by 
Governor Theodore Roosevelt of Porto 
Rico for their “fine work under try- 
ing conditions.” 

Capt. Waldo Evans, USN, ret., Gov- 
ernor of the Virgin Islands, informed 
the Navy Department of Governor 
Roosevelt’s praise to Lt. Petri and 
the personnel of the Grebe, by radio. 

The message sent by Capt. Evans is 
as follows: 

“‘Grebe’ returned to St. Thomas, 
having completed duty at Santo 
Domingo. She was the first vessel to 
arrive at Santo Domingo after hurri- 
cane and through excellent seaman- 
ship of Capt. E. H. Petri, United 
States Navy, and fine work done by 
himself, his officers and crew, they 
were able not only to land their own 
supplies and personnel safely under 
trying conditions, but they also direct- 
ed and assisted in landing supplies of 
several vessels that arrived there later. 
Governor Roosevelt has written me a 
letter commending Capt. Petri, his of- 
ficers and men in highest terms.” 





Relief Planes Return 


(THE three Ford transport planes 

which left the Naval Air Station, 
Anacostia, D. C., and Marine Barracks, 
Quantico, with 3,000 pounds of relief 
medical supplies for the hurricane area 
in Santo Domingo, on Sept. 8, have 
returned to their stations. 

These planes arrived at Port au 
Prince Sept. 12 and operated between 
that city and Santo Domingo carry- 
ing supplies.

Pass From Active List 
With the last echoes of their great 
guns to seaward, the battleships 
Florida, Utah, and Wyoming turned 
their bows towards the entrance to 
Chesapeake Bay, last Friday, there in 
quiet waters to make initial prapara- 
tions for their exit from the United 
State Fleet in accordance with provi- 
sions of the London Naval Treaty. 
Having completed the final firing 
of their guns at short range battle 
practice, the three ships will discharge 
ammunition at the Naval Operating 
Base, Hampton Roads, Va., and pro- 
ceed to navy yards for the work which 
will take them out of the fighting line 
of the Navy. They represent the first 
ships of those scheduled for stripping 
of “war teeth” that any of the Lon- 
don Treaty signatory powers place in 
an inactive status. 

The flag of Vice Adm. Arthur L. 
Willard, USN, commander Scouting 
Fleet, will be transferred from the 
USS Wyoming to the USS Arkansas, 
which will be the only battleship re- 
maining along the Atlantic seaboard 
under the present Fleet organization. 
In the late summer of 1931, Vice Adm. 
Willard’s flag will be shifted to the 
new 10,000-ton cruiser USS Augusta, 
now building at the Newport News 
Shipbuilding Company. 

The final disposition of the three 
passing ships was outlined by the 
Navy Department, July 29. The 
Florida will be scrapped, the Utah is 
intended for conversion to a_ radio- 
controlled target, and the Wyoming is 
to be made into a training ship. Work 
on the Florida and Wyoming will pro- 
ceed at the Navy Yard, Philadelphia. 
The Utah will be moored at the Navy 
Yard, Norfolk, until work is under- 
taken in converting her to a target 
ship. The crews of the Wyoming and 
Utah will be reduced to 300; the crew 
of the Florida will be transferred en- 
tirely. The personnel leaving the 
three old ships will go to other units of 
the Fleet. 

Under London Treaty terms, the 
Florida’s scrapping must be completed 
finally within 24 months of the 
Treaty’s coming into force. It is the 
Department’s intention to proceed with 
this work immediately. 

The Utah’s conversion to target use 
will involve removing all offensive 
equipment. Such wireless telegraphy 
installation as will enable the ship to 
be used as a mobile target will be re- 
tained. The conning tower and all side 
armor, or, alternatively, all main pro- 
pelling machinery, may be retained 
under terms of the Washington Treaty, 
provision of which still are applicable 
under the London Treaty. 

The Wyoming’s conversion to a 
training ship will involve removal of 
all but three turrets, stripping of ar- 
mor, mutilation or removal of all boil- 
ers in excess of the number required 
for a maximum speed of 18 knots, and 
removal of all ammunition in excess of 
the quantity required for target prac- 
tice for the guns remaining on board. 

Under the terms of the Washington 
Treaty of 1923, it was provided that 
keels might be laid in 1931 for two 
capital ships to replace the three new 
passing out of active service. The Lon- 
don Treaty revised the Washington 
Treaty’s provisions, reducing the 
United States Navy’s capital ships to a 
total of 15, thus requiring no replace- 
ment of the Florida, Utah and Wyo- 
ming. 

When the three veteran men-o’-war 
proceed to navy yards, there will pass 
three of the Navy’s first super-dread- 
noughts, three fighting ships that have 
proved themselves both in the Fleet 
and in foreign waters. All three ships 
were present in Mexican waters dur- 
ing the 1914 intervention, and all went 
overseas as additional fighting units 
of the British Grand Fleet during the 
World War, assisting in keeping the 
German High Seas Fleet bottled up 
and watching the surrendered German 
Fleet as it sadly filed into Scapa Flow 
after the Armistice. 

The Florida, as she passes from ser- 
vice, still is rated as the Navy’s fast- 
est battleship. The Wyoming carries 
to her final resting place honors won 
in battle efficiency in 1914 and first 
honors in engineering competition in 
1928. Twice the Utah has won the 
Flect’s engineering trophy, once in 
1912, her first year in commission, and 
again during her last year of active

Adm. Crosley Speaks 
RFA ADM. WALTER S§S. CROSBY, 
USN, Commandant of the Ninth 
Naval District and the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station, was the prin- 
cipal speaker at a dinner given by the 
members of the Illinois Society of the 
Sons of the American Revolution at 
the Hotel LaSalle in Chicago, in con- 
nection with an annual meeting in ob- 
servance of the adoption of the Ameri- 
can Constitution. 

He delivered an address in which he 
recalled the career of the U. S. Frigate 
“Old Ironsides,” and offered it as an 
inspiration for a strong Navy. 

“The United States as an infant re- 
public fought Tripoli,” said the ad- 
miral, “in which war ‘Old Ironsides’ 
played a dominant part and put an end 
to piracy. It was seen at that time 
that it was cheaper to fight than to 
pay tribute, to say nothing of saving 
national pride. At the present time we 
are paying tribute in another form— 
high sea freight. 

“The career of ‘Old Ironsides’ proved 
the need of an adequate Navy. Always 
there are a few who are ready to ad- 
vocate the abolishment of the Navy. 
‘Old Ironsides’ stilled objections in its 
day and the memory of this frigate 
should still them now. Our freedom 
as a nation is based on ships and men 
typified by the frigate Constitution, 
just as it is based on the National Con- 
stitution as a document.”

THE following was announced this 
week at the Navy Department in 
regard to post-graduate courses: 


1. Boards to select candidates for 
postgraduate instruction for the classes 
to be ordered in 1931 will meet on De- 
cember 1, 1930. Officers will be se- 
lected for the following courses of in- 
struction: 


Aeronautical Engineering, Aerology, 
Civil Engineering, Communication 
Engineering, Diesel Engineering, Elec- 
trical Engineering, Gas Engineering, 
trical Engineering, General Line, Law, 
Mechanical Engineering, Naval Con- 
struction, Ordnance. 

2. The number to be assigned to the 
General Line course in 1931 will be ap- 
proximately the same as the number 
taken during the last two years—about 
60. Those completing the one-year 
course in General Line will be assigned 
a second year of practical instruction in 
mechanical engineering, electrical engi- 
neering, Diesel engineering, communi- 
cation engineering, ordnance, personnel 
management (training stations), and 
to the War College. Applicants for 
the General Line course desiring to 
make application for a specific course 
of instruction, among those listed 
above, for the second year on shore, 
should indicate their preference in the 
application. The character of this sec- 
ond year instruction is further indi- 
cated in the succeeding paragraph. 

3. The numbers to be taken for the 
technical engineering courses involving 
instruction at the Naval Academy and 
at universities will be considerably re- 
duced from the numbers taken during 
the past few years. Those applicants 
for these technical engineering courses, 
who are normally eligible for shore 
duty (seven years since graduation), 
may, if they desire, indicate a second 
choice for assignment to the combined 
General Line course and practical 
course, in the event of not being taken 
for the theoretical course. For exam- 
ple, a limited number will be taken for 
the theoretical course in mechanical en- 
gineering. If the applicant should de- 
sire to take the General Line course 
followed by one year’s practical work 
in mechanical engineering in the event 
of not being taken for the theoretical 
course he should indicate this in his ap- 
plication. 

4. In addition to submitting second 
choice as indicated above or in place 
thereof, applicants may also, if they 
desire, submit requests for postgrad- 
uate instruction in more than one spe- 
cialty listed in order of preference. A 
statement of qualifications and experi- 
ence in each case must be embodied in 
the application. The comment and 
recommendation of the commanding 
officer set forth in the forwarding in- 
dorsement must cover each subject sep- 
arately in order that the boards may 
have a basis for the determination of 
the relative fitness of the applicant. 

5. The character of the courses listed 
above and the places of instruction are 
known to the service from previous 
communications and existing procedure. 
It will be noted that no course in com- 
pass design is listed. To provide for 
this need, a number of those assigned 
to postgraduate instruction in mechan- 
ical and electrical engineering will be 
given in addition a special course in 
gyro compasses.

“BUCK” PRIVATES’ PAY 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
read with much amusement two ar- 
ticles, one a letter from “N. C. O.” 
about the 25-year bill, and the other 
an editorial written by the editor of 
the Columbus, Ga., Enquirer-Sun about 


ay. 
5 The “N. C. O.” contends that men of 
the first three grades should be given 
first consideration in pay legislation 
on the grounds that they “perform 
services far beyond the prescribed 
duties of their particular grade.” 

Why hasn’t any thoughtful soul 
among the “upper crust” ever thought 
up a few arguments in favor of the 
“buck” private? It is about time, I 
should think. 

The Enquirer-Sun takes the stand 
that a private needs less money than 
any other member of the Service. 

Let us consider one or two things. 
A private in the United States is faced 
with the need of the following articles 
or their equivalent immediately upon 
enlisting: 

One bottle Non-Com polish at 25c; 
Blitz at 25c; Blanco at 20c; Dyanshine 
at 40c; brushes, etc., $1.00. Besides 
all this outlay he really should have his 
breeches pegged and Philadelphia cut 
down if he is to win the approval of 
the Old Man and stay out of the mess 
sergeant’s domain. This is only a par- 
tial list. It may be mentioned that the 
British Army furnishes button polish, 
Blanco and Brasso. 

In Panama and the Philippines it is 
customary to bring presure to bear on 
enlisted men to purchase uniforms out 
of their own funds, or so I have been 
informed. 

I can speak of China from personal 
experience, having completed a two- 
year tour there on March 17, 1930. Here 
is a little incomplete list of clothes I 
purchased there: 

Three caps, $7.50; one extra woolen 
uniform, $12.00; two Hong Kong 
khaki uniforms, $10.00; two shirts, 
$4.50; tailoring of U. S. khaki, $6.00; 
insignias, $1.35; extra toilet articles 
for fuel field inspections, $2.00. This 
does not include long trousers, pressing, 
repairing, or “what-nots,” a lot of 
“what-nots.” 

In the 30th Infamy and the 29th 
Infantry it is also customary to take 
the private’s payroll for a ride for 
clothes the richest government in the 
world does not furnish. In the 30th 
Infantry many privates are paying 
about $25.00 for a two-piece uniform. 

And yet the august editor and N. C. 
0. claim the non-coms need more money 
than the badgered privates. Frankly, 
where do you get that way? 

In closing let me say that here in

ond year in practical instruction in 
ordnance will be assigned to duty at 
the Torpedo Station, Newport, or at the 
Ford Instrument Works, New York. 

7. Those assigned to the General 
Line course and designated for a sec- 
ond year’s instruction in communication 
engineering will, under the present 
plan, carry out this second year’s in- 
struction at the Naval Academy. 

8. Those assigned to the General Line 
course and designated for a second 
year’s instruction in Diesel engineer- 
ing will be assigned to the Navy Yard, 
New York. 

9. Those assigned to the General 
Line course and designated for a sec- 
ond year’s instruction in mechanical 
and electrical engineering will be as- 
signed for the second year to plants 
both Government and civilian along 
plans to be completed at a later date. 

10. Those assigned to the General 
Line course and designated for a sec- 
ond year’s instruction in personnel 
management will be distributed among 
the training stations, Hampton Roads, 
Great Lakes, San Diego, and possibly 
Newport. 

11. Those taken for post-graduate in- 
struction in law will be assigned to in- 
struction at some university, not in 
Washington, D. C. (in which the in- 
struction has been carried on during 
the past). 

12. The boards will consider requests 
of applicants for naval construction 
and civil engineering from graduates 
of the Naval Academy who will have 
had at least two years of commissioned 
service on July 1, 1931. For the Gen- 
eral Line course and the course in law, 
only those who are normally eligible 
for assignment to shore duty are eligi- 
ble for selection. In the other courses 
only those applicants who will have 
completed six or more years of com- 
missioned service on July 1, 1931, will 
be considered. In this connection mem- 
bers of the class of 1925 who made 
application for postgraduate instruc- 
tion commencing July, 1930, aré ad- 
vised that the number selected from 
that class in December, 1929, was made 
a minimum, with the prospective in- 
tention of selecting most of the post-

13. Special qualifications as described 
below are required in the case of appli- 
cants for postgraduate instruction in 
the following subjects: 

(a) Under special qualifications 
for communication engineering, it is 
desired that all applicants be exam- 
ined afloat as to their operating abil- 
ity. On vessels performing detached 
duty the result of such examination 
showing operating speed per minute 
shall be set forth in the forwarding 
indorsement of the commanding offi- 
cer. For vessels in regularly organ- 
ized fleets or forces it is desired that 
appropriate commanders arrange for 
operating tests under the supervision 
of appropriate staff radio officers. 
The application will include a sum- 
mary of the applicant’s previous 
communication and radio duty ashore 
and afloat as well as any other in- 
formation which the applicant may 
consider useful to the board.

(c) Aeronautical Engineering—Ap- 
plicants shall be qualified pilots. 

14. Applications are also desired 
from naval aviators for assignment to 
post-graduate instruction in communi- 
cation engineering and ordnance. 

15. The Boards will consider only ap- 
plications submitted through official 
channels, appended indorsements and 
the officers’ records. Special letters, 
except from commanding officers or 
heads of departments of vessels (sta- 
tions), on which the candidates have 
served, will not be considered. 

16. In order to make certain that the 
Boards will have before them all appli- 
cations, the Bureau directs that any 
applicant who may have indicated his 
preference for postgraduate instruction 
on his reports of fitness or by letter, 
renew his request, inviting attention 
to such previous requests as he may 
have submitted.

and promotion bill that would provide 
a relatively uniform system of pay and 
promotion to all the branches of the 
military service, the outlook was far 
from encouraging. 

Complicated by the perplexing prob- 
lems of promotion, which until then 
had, in some of the branches, particu- 
larly, defied solution in the individual, 
the pay question seemed doomed. Hard 
and as well nigh impossible as had been 
the reaching of an agreement on pay, 
which was reached only after weeks 
of compromising and mutual conces- 
sions, it seemed hopeless to get the 
services together also on a common 
promotion bill. 

That this is on the verge of accom- 
plishment is a tribute to the personnel 
of the board and spirit of cooperation 
that has marked their deliberations. 


While closest secrecy marks the pro- 
visions of the proposed recommenda- 
tions of the report most interest at- 
taches to the Army where the existing 
“hump” makes its problem more dif- 
ficult of solution than that of the 
others. It is known that definite de- 
cision has been reached that forced 
attrition is essential to provide a flow 
of promotion equal to the other serv- 
ices. The plan will provide for a fixed 
rate of promotion, a given number of 
years in each of the lower grades, and 
selection, full or partial, in all the 
higher ranks. 

While it cannot be expected that any 
plan decided upon will meet with 
unanimous approval and must of neces- 
sity work a hardship on some officers, 
members of the board are confident 


-that the outcome will satisfy Congress 


~~ 





and have the approval of the vast ma- 
jority of the officers it will elect. 

There is no undue optimism as to 
the possibility of the passage of pay 
relief legislation at the coming session 
but there is a disposition to feel that 
with all concerned in accord and pre- 
senting a united front the prospects 
for remedial action by Congress in the 
near future will be greatly enhanced. 
Under normal circumstances there is 
reason to feel that the administration 
would not frown on pay relief but the 
handicaps against immediate action are 
large. Gevernmental monetary strin- 
gency, business depression and the 
short session will all militate against 
action this Fall. 

However, it is hoped to get the mat- 
ter before Congress and have it come 
up for committee scrutiny and study.

Governors Island, N. Y.—Stands 
crowded with New York City polo en- 
thusiasts, including many notables in 
Army and civilian circles, witnessed 
two smashing polo games last Satur- 
day and Sunday in the opening tilts 
for the fifth annual Second Corps Area 
championship contest. Saturday’s game 
saw the West Point Officers’ team ride 
down a hard-fighting four from the 
101st Cavalry, NG Y., while on 
Sunday, Gen. H. S. Borden’s Organized 
Reserves’ team put the snuffer on Gov- 
ernors Island’s chances. 

The opening game of the series was 
won by the West Point Officers when 
they jumped a 4-goal handicap and de- 
feated the 101st Cavalry team of 
Brooklyn, 9 to 7. 

Capt. Gerhardt, a member of the 
U. S. Army team which defeated Eng- 
land in the international series in 1925, 
was the star player of the West Point 
four, although he scored only one goal. 
He was the mainstay in the Academy’s 
offense, successively whipping the ball 
to Lt. S. P. Walker, who scored six 
points. 

The winning team made a vicious 
attack at the start of the first period, 
and kept the ball in their opponents’ 
field throughout the session. Lt. Wal- 
ker scored after a pass from Lt. Jad- 
win, which was the first goal made in 
the game. 

Lt. Milton Kornblum starred for the 
losers, making a 50-yd. dash down the 
field, slugging the ball to Lt. John Wal- 
lace, who scored a center shot for the 
101st Cavalry’s first goal. 

The 101st Cavalry took charge of the 
ball on the throw-in in the second 
chukker and tallied after a drive down 
the field, making the count 6-1, in their 
favor. West Point, however, soon re- 
taliated when Lt. Walker drove the 
ball through the goal.

The fifth saw “Gyp” Wofford drive a 
leng pass to Davison, who put it in for 
Governors Island, after Sackman’s 
drive was carried to a goal by Ban- 
croft for the Reserves. Governors Is- 
land ran the ball up but missed goal, 
and young Borden’s knock-in was 
picked up by Sackman for the second 
breath-taking ride of the game, the 
husky Reserve covering the length of 
the field in three shots for a sizzling 
goal.

It is pointed out in the bulletin that 
the Navy Department has no authority 
to regulate the use of flags, excepting 
within the Navy, but is making public

HAT THE ADMINISTRATION has no intention of recommending any in- 
crease in the pay schedules of the Services is an inference that unfortunately 
ean be drawn from the so-called economies which are being practiced and pro- 
posed in connection with national defense. The appropriations made to meet 
pressing needs during the current fiscal year, appropriations made after the most 
thorough investigation by Congress, and at the time fully in accord with the 


President’s views, are not being expended save when necessity compels. To 
prevent political criticism, the word has gone forth that a deficit must by any 


and all means be avoided next June, and the way taken to avoid it is by refusal 
to enforce the law. 





E ASK, IN ALL SERIOUSNESS, what will be the impression of the policy 

adopted upon the business leaders of the Nation, who were called to Wash- 
ington after the stock market debacle last November, and urged to embark upon 
improvements and replacements, in the hope that stimulated by expenditures 
prosperity would be restored? Every dollar spent upon the Army and Navy, 
with the exception, to some extent, of that disbursed in pay to those in foreign 
service, circulates in the United States. Contracts awarded by the Government 
provide work and wages, purchases made benefit the farmer, manufacturer and 
middle-man, the pay of officers and men is used to meet their living expenses and 
those of their families and, where conditions permit, for recreation. It is thus 
apparent that aside from the question of the maintenance of national defense, 
Government expenditures relating to it play their part in providing work and 
compensation for a large number of our people. Will not the business leaders, 
who have done and are doing their best to provide employment, feel that what 
is sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander? They are spending, but the 
Government is curtailing; they are obligating their institutions to contracts 
which must be met in difficult times, while the Government is withholding cons 
tracts, and is shutting down where ii can, and thereby throwing people out of 


work. 





OREOVER, THESE SAME business leaders are on record for an efficient 
national defense, and to promote this efficiency they have solemnly peti- 
tioned the President and the Congress not to make less appropriations but to 
make more, in other words to grant an increase in the compensation of officers 
and enlistea men, so that they will draw a living pay. They know—none know 
better—what this would mean. They realized when they approved the resolutions 
they forwarded that the money for the higher pay would have to be provided by 
taxation. They were willing to bear this extra burden. Most of them recalled 
the terrible consequences of unpreparedness, the huge waste in blood and treas- 
ure which has accompanied every war in which the United States has been in- 
volved. Therefore, they displayed no concern at the expenditures made for na- 
tional defense, and viewed without alarm the certainty of its increase as the 
result of the adoption of a higher pay schedule. As our news columns have 
reported from week to week there has been no change in the sentiment of the 
country for decent treatment for the Services. We can confidently predict from 
the contacts we have had crossing from California to Washington that that senti- 
ment will continue virile. 





BACK OF IT, and confirming the lessons of experience, are the possibilities 
that may arise from conditions in the world at large. Day after day, the 
newspapers are filled with details of armed strife. Practically. all of South Amer- 
ica either has undergone or is undergoing revolution. Dictators are dominant 
in that continent, and probably their end will be in revolt. China and India are in 
the throes of civil strife. European observers are returning with tales of sharp 
unrest in the Old War. While Geneva is solemnly discussing disarmanent, and 
talking grandly of another conference next year, France has announced she 
will spend approximately $28,275,000 more in 1931 for national defense than in 
the present year. Italy is closely following the French program, and Jugo- 
Slavia is watching that of Italy. If there be war in Europe, may not the United 
States be drawn in, as in the World War? If we be prepared, will we not 
be left alone, and should that prove impossible, will not our preparations save us 
life and money? It is these aspects of the problem that are visioned by thinkers 
throughout the country, and it is because of them that not only reduction in ex- 
penditures but failure to provide for greater efficiency is deprecated. 





We RECALL THAT IMMEDIATELY after the President took office, he di- 

rected the General Staff to make a study to determine what economies could 
be introduced into the administration of the Army. The study was made. We 
assume it was handed to the President, and that he gave -it consideration. No 
inkling of its contents or its recommendations has reached the public. It is our 
belief that this document should be made available to the nation. After all, the 
people show know, first, whether or not the appropriations made are necessary; 
secondly, whether those appropriations are being expended in the best manner 
for the development of national defense, and, further, whether the appropria- 
tions provide for an adequate and competent force. There was some talk in Con- 
gress last Winter of calling upon the President to transmit the study to the 
Military Committees, but it was not sufficiently urgent to obtain action. Mem- 
bers of the two Houses with whom we have discussed the matter are anxious to 
secure the paper so that they can compare its views with the results consequent 

n the cuts made or ordered in the authorized appropriations. It is not at 

unlikely that the Secretary of War will be requested to furnish a copy to the 
appropriate committees.

IN THE JOURNAL 
60 YEARS AGO 





During the past week the German 
armies have crept nearer Paris, and are 
practically “outside its walls.” The 
envelopment of the city is not com- 
plete, but is nearly so; the Prussian 
line extending from St. Dennis on the 
north, around the eastern side of Ver- 
sailles on the southwest, about two- 
thirds of the circuit. 

Rear Adm. Glisson, commanding the 
European fleet, reports to the Navy 
Department from Portsmouth, England, 
that the USS Franklin, flagship, has 
arrived there after a stay in Holland. 
Practically the whole fleet is scat- 
tered through European ports to pro- 
tect American lives and property from 
the unrest accompanying the war. 

Col. James Monroe, graduate of the 
Military Academy and statesman, died 
on Sept. 7 at his home in New Jer- 
sey. Col. Monroe was born in 1799 
and entered West Point at the age of 
14, graduated in 1815 and was com- 
missioned a third lieutenant of Artil- 
lery. He served during the war with 
Great Britain against the Algerian pi- 
rates and in many Indian wars. 

Brevet Brig. Gen. J. H. Wilson has 
resigned his commission in the Army 
and will occupy his time with his rail- 
road interests in New York. 

Two hundred recruits for the United 
States Army sailed on the USS Alaska 
for Aspinwall and California, from 
Boston Sept. 21.

These matches were con- 
ducted by the National Rifle Associa- 
tion. 

During the last week, the National 
Team and Individual Pistol and Rifle 
Matches were fired. 


Camp Perry is like a circus in one 
respect, in that on the Saturday before 
the matches start there is nothing but 
a beautiful expanse of green grass, 
without semblance of any activity; on 
Sunday everything is in full blast, 6,000 
men are in tents being fitted, trained 
and armed. Commencing Monday 
morning at 7:30, the training and 
shooting continue until 5 and this 
goes on every day until the last Satur- 
day of the three-week period; then the 
crowd disappears and by Sunday night 
Camp Perry again is a lonesome place 
on the edge of Lake Erie, with only 
a few mess shacks and the bright 
green spots where the tents stood to 
show that 6,000 soldiers, civilians and 
their families have been working and 
playing for almost a month. 

Statistics are sometimes interesting. 
At the National Matches where 1,300,- 
000 rounds of service ammunition were 
fired and over one half million rounds 
of ammunition of other types, there 
were 3,500 shooters, the officers and 
men of the Regular Army, National 
Guard, Reserve Corps and others who 
were on duty working to make the 
matches a success, together with fami- 
lies of the competitors, bringing the 
number whe were present on the reser- 
vation up to over 7,000. In the Presi- 
dent’s Match, 1,655 men competed for 
the privilege of being in the President’s 
Hundred and receiving a gold brassard 
indicative thereof. The winner received 
in addition a gold medal and an auto- 
graphed letter from the President. He 
was Sgt. R. L. Speers of the Infantry 
Team. The Leech Cup, a trophy which 
has been an object of competition for 
over 50 years and which was originally 
presented to the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation by a team of riflemen from Ire- 
land, was fired by 1,412 competitors. 
Twenty-one teams representing 21 dif- 
ferent departments of the American 
Legion shot it out for the Legion cham-

pionship. Mr. Benedict Crowell, As- 
sistant Secretary of War during the 
World War and now President of the 
National Rifle Association, presented 
a trophy which was competed for by 
1,255 men.

Before returning to Washington 
from his recent tour of inspection, 
Gen. Charles P. Summerall, Chief of 
Staff, stopped at Milwaukee, Wis., to 
deliver an address, Sunday, Sept. 21, 
at a patriotic meeting under the aus- 
pices of the Gen. Pershing Chapter, 
American Wur Mothers. 

The text of his address follows: 

Almost exactly two years ago I was 
privileged to come to this smiling city 
by Lake Michigan and to observe, dur- 
ing the national convention of the 
American War Mothers, a vast and 
moving demonstration of patriotism, 
a stirring assumption of civic obliga- 
tion. Today there is evoked here, un- 
der the auspices of that association, 
another inspiring testimony to the same 
ideals. It is most appropriate that 
we who benefit by it should make prop- 
er acknowledgment of the steadfast- 
ness and vision of American woman- 
hood which it so fittingly represents. 

America is what it is today for two 
reasons, each of which supplements 
the other. On the one hand through- 
out our existence as a nation we have 
struggled with a fierce exaltation for 
better things. We have not hestitated 
to discard ruthlessly ideas, methods 
and materials which we have perceived 
to be outworn. We relegate locomo- 
tives and airplanes to our museums 
with the same alacrity which, a hun- 
dred and fifty-four years ago, attend- 
ed our treatment of the personal rule 
of kings. The urge that pushed our 
frontier from the Appalachians to the 
Pacific continues as we strive for the 
conquest of ignorance and poverty. We 
live in a febrile and complex age, an 
era of challenge. Never before in the 
history of the world have new dis- 
coveries and new processes been so 
far-reaching. Through sheer experi- 
ence we have attained to the habit 
of applying each new acquisition of 
knowledge in a score of independent 
fields. The material and immaterial 
world as we know it, is constantly un- 
der rigid and critical scrutiny. 

Yet this is only one side of the pic- 
ture. Our progress as a nation is also 
conditioned on another set of factors. 
With all America’s restlessness, the 
tumultuous unleashing of her gigantic 
energies, there remains embedded in 
our national consciousness a profound 
conviction of the permanence of truth, 
the inalterable majesty of right. We 
know that there are things which do 
not change with the times, that there 
are certain principles which can be 
impaired neither by the erosion of 
time, the puny slings of little minds, 
nor the acid which may be distilled 
from human speech. When stated thus 
baldly, this concept appears instantly 
as a truism, so apparent as scarcely 
to need utterance. Yet it is none the 
less true that there exist individuals 
who, not content with seeing our in- 
stitutions withstand the tests which 
increasing knowledge legitimately sets 
them, confuse the ephemeral with the 
eternal. “So many standards change,” 
say they, “that surely all standards 
are flexible. We have not seem the 
base of justice, freedom and democracy 
which underlies our government crum- 
ble but perhaps it may shatter just the 
same.” Their attitude is not even 
new. It is that of a certain Roman 
judge in Israel almost two thousand 
years ago. “‘What is truth,’ asked 
jesting Pilate, and did not stay for 
an answer.” 

The absurdity of such a stand needs 
no demonstration. The great ship of 
the American Republic sails steadily 
and truly over the sea of the present 
toward the horizon of the future. Her 
motive power is the unleashed energy 
of more than a hundred and twenty 
million people. Their effort affords 
the motive power for her progress. But 
deep in her hold lies a mighty ballast 
ef justice, freedom and democracy, 
without which her voyage would be 
fraught with peril. It is because of 
the combination of these factors, 
energy and stability, that our nation 
has provided more happiness for more 
people than had ever been dreamed in 
previous history. Separate’ these 
forces and each loses much of its ef- 
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bination, in the linking together of g 
heady, resistless energy and of a 
steadfast reliance on the eternal truths 
that underly our nationhood, it is in 
this combination that our progress and 
our very existence lie. In convoking 
this assembly, the General Pershing 
Chapter of the American War Moth- 
ers have shown both their energy and 
their loyalty to the unchanging princi- 
ples on which the United States is 
founded. They have gone farther; they 
have afforded us an opportunity for 
adding our testimony to their own. We 
should be appropriately grateful. 

There is nothing forced in a demon- 
stration such as the one in which we 
are engaged. It is essentially spon- 
taneous in nature. As Americans, as 
citizens of Wisconsin, and of Milwau- 
kee, this audience possesses a noble 
tradition of loyalty and Americanism, 
alike in war and peace. No soldier 
can forget that the “Iron Brigade” of 
the Civil War came from this state 
and that Gen. Sherman said that he 
reckoned a Wisconsin regiment as the 
equivalent of an ordinary brigade, 
Troops from this State performed gal- 
lant service during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War. Many of those present here 
today formed part of the great con- 
tingent of 118,000 men and women who 
went from Wisconsin to the most ti- 
tanic of all wars. How mindful Mil- 
waukee is of the valor of her sons is 
evidenced in the beautiful park which 
you have named “Red Arrow” in honor 
of the gallant 32nd Division. You do 
well to honor those who served so 
bravely and with so little thought of 
self. Honor is their portion. One of 
the most satisfying of the current ac- 
tivities of the War Department is the 
solemn and gratifying charge which 
has been placed upon it to conduct the 
pilgrimage of mothers overseas to the 
graves of their sons who fell that 
our liberties might endure. 

The war record of Wisconsin and of 
Milwaukee is a reflection of the perils 
which have attended the growth of the 
United States since the Badger State 
came into the Union. No community 
could be more peace-loving than this 
one, whose soil has never trembled 
to the shock of war, whose population 
is largely drawn from racial stocks 
which came to a new world in search 
of peace as much as riches. And yet 
your citizenry, in company with that 
of all America, has been forced to 
arms in defense of their liberties on 
an average of once in each generation. 
We have never sought war. We have 
abhorred war. 

As a people we have developed a 
national character and a national psy- 
chology of our own. Our wars have 
been the result of a difference of moral 
standards between us and those who 
were just as convinced of the right- 
eousness of their own cause. No in- 
dividual or group has ever incited us 
to a resort to war. On the contrary 
the government has been forced to 
act in each case by public opinion. 

Among a free and enlightened popu- 
lation there can be no crystalization 
of the mass mind. On the contrary our 
public opinion is that which is in har- 
mony with the standards and ideals 
of a proud and sensitive population. 
When its sense of justice has been 
outraged it has demanded and it will 
demand vindication, and if the demand 
is not satisfied in accordance with its 
convictions, it will fight, with or with- 
out preparation. 

At the same time we have a passion- 
ate love for peace, which is reflected 
in our unselfish and altruistic diplo- 
matic policies 4nd in our dealings with 
all countries and all classes within our 
borders. 

We have engaged in war with a 
consciousness of clean hands and we 
have invariably dealt generously with

Makes Rescue Flights 


AN amphibian hospital plane at the 

Naval Air Station, Hampton 
Roads, Va., has made seven flights dur- 
ing the past month to the inaccessible 
Cape Hatteras area, bringing emer- 
gency hospital patients to Norfolk. On 
Sept. 4, two calls were answered in re- 
sponse to dispatches from Coast Guard 
Stations: Nos. 184 and 187. The pa- 
tients were brought by the amphibian 
to the Naval Operating Base where 
they were transferred to local hospital 
ambulances. 

The practicability of an amphibian 
for such errands of mercy has been 
demonstrated during these flights. 
There is no landing field in the near 
vicinity of Cape Hatteras, so the plane 
has landed in the water. On one of 
the return flights, a 30-mile wind was 
blowing, thus necessitating landing on 
the station field. 








Get Bearings from Station 


AVAL aviators have discovered a 
way to use broadcasting stations 
without having to listen to them. 

Lt. Comdr. D. B. Duncan, USN, of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, on a flight 
from Hartford, Conn., to Boundbrook, 
N. J., tuned in his radio compass set 
on Station WJZ, situated in the latter 
place. Visibility was poor, and in ad- 
dition, the course across Manhattan 
led through considerable smoke and 
haze. Radio compass bearings taken 
by Lt. Comdr. Duncan on the broad- 
casting station led him directly to 
Boundbrook. 

“Blind flying” navigation by this 
method of using broadcasting stations 
is being studied in the naval aero- 
nautics section of which Lt. Comdr.

Sec. Hurley’s Speech 

HOUGH the citizen soldiers have 

won every war in which this coun- 
try has been engaged, “ they have paid 
a tremendous price in hardship, blood 
and life, largely because they went to 
battle untrained,” Secretary of War 
Hurley declared in an address deliv- 
ered last week at a dinner given by 
Gen. John J. Pershing in honor of the 
foreign delegates to the Fidac conven- 
tion. The address was broadcast on 
the radio. 

An authorized summary of his ad- 
dress follows: 

“My comrades of the American Le- 
gion have asked me to state briefly the 
military policy of the United States. 

“The people of the United States are 
traditionally opposed to a large stand- 
ing army in time of peace. The people 
do want a well-trained, highly-efficient, 
dependable, though small, regular army 
to serve as the training nucleus of the 
citizen soldiers in time of peace and to 
lead them in the field in time of emer- 
gency. Our nation has always relied 
on its citizen soldiers to defend it and 
it has never relied on them in vain. 
Citizen soldiers have won every war 
in which our Republic has engaged. 
But they have paid a tremendous price 
in hardship, biood and life for their 
victories. They paid this excessive 
price largely because they went to bat- 
tle untrained. 

“Congress in the National Defense 
Act of 1920 made provisions for the 
training of citizen soldiers in the Na- 
tional Guard, the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps, and the Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camps. All of this 
training is conducted under the direc- 
tion of the Regular Army. The whole 
system is voluntary. 

“In addition to the provisions for 
training of soldiers the National De- 
fense Act provides for industrial 
mobilization. A plan has been worked 
out which is designed to make the eco- 
nomic burdens of war fall with equal 
weight on every element of our citi- 
zenship. It is unfair, unpatriotic and 
dishonest to ask one man to die for 
the Republic while another is profiting 
by war. 

“Our Nation has no imperialistic mo- 
tives. It desires to live on terms of 
peace and amity with all mankind. 
Our preparation is not for war but for 
the maintenance of peace and the safe- 
guarding of American institutions. 

“Our degree of preparedness should 
be reasonable. tI should not assume 
such proportions as to become a 
menace.” 


Pa. NG Has Coat Of Arms 


COAT of arms for the 28th Di- 

vision Quartermaster Train, Penn- 
sylvania National Guard, has been ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War. The 
coat of arms is blazoned as follows: 

Shield—Tenne, a saltire azure fim- 
briated argent between six fleurs-de- 
lis, three, two and one, a Maltese cross 
and a giant cactus of the last. 

Crest—That for the regiments of 
the Pennsylvania National Guard: On 
a wreath of the colors (argent and 
tenne) a lion rampant guardant proper 
holding in dexter paw a naked scimitar 
agent hilted or in sinister an excutcheon 
argent on a fess sable three plates. 

Motto—Service Always. 

The shield is buff, the quartermaster 
color. The blue saltire represents Civil 
War service on the Federal side, the 
Maltese cross Spanish War service in 
Porto Rico, the cactus, Mexican Border 
service and the six fleurs-de-lis, World 
War service with the 28th Division in 
France. 

The present organization was formed 
in 1921 from various units which 
served in the Civil War. Of the older 
units the 105th Wagon Company is the 
only one with Civil War service. It 
was organized at Pine Grove in 1832 
as the “Pine Grove Legion” and served 
in the Civil War as Company D, 10th 
Pennsylvania Volunteers. It was the 
106th Wagon Company, organized at 
Hamburg in 1840 as the “Hamburg 
Artillery,” served in Porte Rico during 
the Spanish War in the 4th Infantry, 
Pennsylvania Volunteers.

We have too many dogmas, schims, 
and other religious whims. What the 
people need today is more upon the 
lines of Christian unity.

Col. Lewis Replies 


Editor, Boston Herald: 

Reference the letter signed “Nicho- 
lass Norriss,” entitled “Backgrounds 
of Crime” in the Boston Herald of 
Sept. 3, 1930, the statement that mili- 
tary training promotes crime or 
creates atheists, might well be dis- 
missed by patriotic Americans as be- 
ing in the same class with assertions 
that the sun revolves around the earth 
or that mineral deposits are reliably 
located by witch hazel, and similar in- 
accuracies not. requiring comment or 
refutation by well informed persons. 
Unfortunately, many otherwise well 
informed persons wholly lacking in 
personal contact with military train- 
ing, secure their only data on the 
merits of military training from paci- 
fist or radical propaganda or the ill- 
digested effusions’ of ‘Vox Populi 
columns. I trust you will print the 
following facts in the interest of truth 
and general enlightenment. 

The military training program was 
earnestly advocated by George Wash- 
ington and Thomas Jefferson, and the 
present laws for ROTC and CMTC 
bear the signatures of Abraham Lin- 
coln and Woodrow Wilson. It re- 
quires indeed a sturdy ignorance of 
biography and American history to 
accuse such fathers of the nation of 
ignorantly or incompetently fostering 
an institution which promotes crime 
or atheism. 

George Washington was himself a 
graduate of the most effective school 
of military training, hard experience 
in the wilderness and in campaign. He 
learned practical boy scout work as a 
surveyor beyond the mountains, in 
territory often raided by Indians, 
while he was yet of high school age 
and he conducted the desperate de- 
fense of Ft. Necessity and covered 
the withdrawal of Braddock’s_ shat- 
tered column at the age when college 
juniors and seniors of 1930 are at- 
tending ROTC Camps. The writer’s 
direct ancestor, Edward Washington 
of Huntington, donated the site of Po- 
hick Church and served as a co-vestry- 
man with George Washington in that 
church. The cold historical records 
prove George Washington to have 
been a deeply religious, God-fearing 
patriot and soldier. 

In 1930, approximately 40,000 
CMTC students and 6,000 ROTC stu- 
dents received military training in the 
United States in more than _ three- 
score camps. In every one of these 
camps religious training had a definite 
place in the schedule and was con- 
ducted on a strictly voluntary basis 
under the most skilled leadership of 
Regular Army and Reserve chaplains, 
in close cooperation with the local re- 
ligious organizations, Y. M. C. A., K. 
of C., and Jewish bodies. For in- 
stance, at Plattsburg this year there 
were nine chaplains of Protestant, 
Catholic or Jewish faiths. Under the 
limitations imposed by the Constitu- 
tios and Congress religious instruction 
at camp is voluntary, but it is con-

OAN agreements in favor of the 
Baltimore Mail Steamship Co., to 
be used in reconditioning and convert- 
ing into combination passenger and 
cargo ships, five vessels purchased 
from the Shipping Board were signed 
today on behalf of the Board by Chair- 
man T. V. O’Connor. 

The loans, in amounts aggregating

Financial Digest 
OUBT is expressed by the E. A. 
Pierce and Co. in a recent stock 
letter as to whether the news of po- 
litical disturbance in Germany a week 
ago had as much to do with the selling 
off as was popularly supposed. 

“Rumors of political disturbances in 
Germany were used to the fullest ex- 
tent as a reason for selling, but if the 
action of the market itself during the 
previous days of the week had not 
been so discouraging the German 
rumors might not have been taken so 
seriously,” states the stock letter. “In 
other words, we doubt whether this 
news was the logical reason for the 
pressure on the active stocks. For 
several days it has been evident that 
buying power was almost at a mini- 
mum and almost entirely without lead- 
ership. Consequently, it was to be ex- 
pected that any piece of prominent 
news which might be interpreted un- 
favorably would be instantly seized 
upon as a pretext for selling. 

“It is true that the industrial aver- 
ages registered a decline of approxi- 
mately five points, but the rails did 
not, so far as yesterday’s exhibit is 
concerned, confirm the weakness in the 
industrials as definitely indicating the 
development of a serious new down 
trend, or, in other words, what might 
be called a major reaction. 

“We think that back of this whole 
market situation as it has developed 
during the past week is disappoint- 
ment over general trade news, reflected 
not so much in the appearance of vol- 
ume liquidation of long stocks as in 
continued definite and pronounced un- 
willingness on the part of those who 
have available funds to employ them 
in the purchase of common stocks. 
With that situation, professional trad- 
ers are naturally in a position to cap- 
italize, for a short time at least, news 
developments like the German rumors 
of yesterday. As a matter of opinion, 
we are inclined to the belief that within 
a day or two evidences of a steadier 
tone will be present.”

HE Ft. Humphreys Post Exchange 

differs from the average Post Ex- 
change in at least one respect. 

Civilian marketing facilities are at 
such a distance from the post that it is 
highly desirable to have an adequate 
local supply of essential articles. To 
provide for this need the Exchange has 
a grocery department as a part of the 
main exchange and a separate meat 
and vegetable market. The rather un- 
usual feature is the arrangement 
whereby the Exchange combines the 
Quartermaster Commissary Sales ac- 
tivities with its own. 

A complete stock of commissary sales 
groceries is carried in connection with 
the Exchange Grocery Department and 
sold at cost. Quartermaster meats and 
vegetables are similarily handled at 
the market. 

This combination is advantageous to 
members of the post in that the two 
sources of local food supply are brought 
together and purchasing made more 
convenient. The Exchange hours are 
necessarily longer than the usual sales 
commissary hours.’ As the grocery 
department is in the main exchange 
building, a local trading center for 
most essential and many non-essential 
items is easily accessable. 

_ When considered as a profit making 
institution, it might seem disadvantage- 
ous to the Exchange to carry so many 
items selling at cost in direct compe- ‘ 





Purchase By Brands

UNDEE the existing policy, certain 

lines of subsistence articles stocked 
in Army commissaries for sale to offi- 
cers and their families, enlisted men 
and their families, and to troop organi- 
zations, may be such particular brands 
of these articles as are desired by the 
local patrons of the commissary. 

The basis for this policy is that those 
who desire special brands of food, which 
they believe are the best for their pur- 
poses, are willing to pay for them even 
though they may, in some instances 
cost a little more than other articles of 
the kind, and, therefore, should be able 
to obtain them from the commissary, 
which is, fundamentally, established 
for their convenience and advantage. 
The Government, likewise, is reim- 
bursed for the value of the articles and 
therefore sustains no loss as the result 
of handling them. 

The stocking of these special brands 
of articles which are kept for sale de- 
pends, however, upon a positive cus- 
tomer demand for them at the post or 
station, otherwise the commissary will 
stock sales articles which are of stand- 
ards established by government speci- 
fications and which are obtained under 
competitive bids at the lowest price 
regardless of brands. 

It is recognized that certain popular 
brands of articles are such as have un- 
doubted and peculiar merit as to qual- 
ity and which the public as a whole 
has learned to recognize as the result 
of intensive and extended advertising. 
However, in the purchase of special 
brands of sales articles for the con- 
venience of those who patronize the 
commissaries, the customers’ interests 
are furthered as far as possible by the 
requirement that competitive bids on 
such brands must be obtained, if possi- 
ble, in order to acquire them at the 
lowest price and this cost is what the 
articles are sold for to those whom 
the commissary serves. And, again, 
the Government’s interests are con- 
served by the requirement that when 
special brands are carried, the commis- 
sary must restrict them to such as re- 
sult in a turn-over of the stock with- 
in 90 days. 

As distinguished from subsistence 
articles which are only for resales pur- 
poses and the cost of which is borne 
by those who buy them from the com- 
missary, all articles which are items of 
the prescribed ration for soldiers’ 
messes, and which the Government pays 
for without reimbursement, must be 
purchased under competitive bids, and 
the lowest ‘priced article which meets 
specification requirements must be pur- 
chased and furnished for the soldiers’ 
mess regardless of the brand of such 
accepted article. 

The specifications under which such 
ration articles are bought and paid for 
out of monies appropriated by Con- 
gress are framed to provide articles of 
high standard and such as fully pro- 
tect the welfare of the soldier from the 
standpoint of health and taste and, at 
the same time, extend the range of 
business competition with possible 
monetary advantage to the Govern- 
ment as compared with direct pur- 
chase of favored brands which indi- 
viduals may desire and for which they, 
and not the Government, pay.

Ft. Warren Construction 

Ft. Francis E. Warren—Bids were 
opened here at 2 P. M., Monday, Sept. 
22, for the construction of four new 
company officers’ quarters, which is the 


first increment of Ft. Warren’s new 
construction program recently author- 
ized by Congress. The entire pro- 
gram will total approximately $200,- 
000.00. 

This year’s projects involve, besides 
the officers’ quarters, tour double sets 
of non-commissioned officers’ quarters 
and one troop barracks. Funds al- 
ready appropriated for next year pro- 
vide for additional wings to six exist- 
ing barracks to cost approximately 
$27,000.00, and an addition to the quar- 
termaster post laundry and fire sta- 
tion to cost about $9,000.00. 


Capt. Ray M. Hare, QMC, arrived at 
Ft. Warren this week to take over the 
duties of constructing quartermaster 
and will be in active charge of the new 
construction. Capt. Hare has _ just 
completed, as constructing quarter- 
master, a large building program for 
the Ordnance Department at Picatinny 
Arsenal, N. J., that included more than 
a hundred concrete and steel struc- 
tures, costing more than $3,000,000.00. 
This arsenal was practically destroyed 
in 1926 by the explosion of the U. S. 
Navy’s Lake Denmark Ammunition 
Depot, which adjoins the Army arse- 
nal. The rehibilitation work started 
in 1928. 

The new officers’ quarters at Ft. 
Warren, on which work will probably 
start about Oct. 1, are two-story brick 
structures with spacious concrete base- 
ments that will contain garages. The 
houses are strictly modern in every 
respect with the architectural features 
in keeping with the surrounding build- 
ings. Hardwood floors, tile 
ornamental brick fire places, spacious 
sleeping porches and sound-proof walls 
are among the features provided. The 
buildings will have slate roofs and 
be of unusually sturdy construction. 
Steel beams and columns will support 
the floors. 

While the plans and specifications 
for the new buildings have been pre- 
pared by the quartermaster corps and 
are based on War Vepartment stand- 
ards, there have been incorporated a 
number of valuable features suggested 
by the Ft. Warren authorities. Brig. 
Gen. C. R. Howland, commanding gen- 
eral of Ft. Warren, has taken a close, 
active interest in the preliminary 
sketches and layouts and was respon- 
sible for the inclusion in the final 
specifications of features to meet the 
particular need of the Wyoming cli- 
mate. 

Contractors and material men, who 
have taken plans and specifications 
from the constructing quartermaster to 
figure their bids on the officers’ quar- 
ters, have expressed keen admiration 
for both the architectural and engi- 
neering features outlined. Forty con- 
tractors are now figuring the job and 
the list includes, besides ten Cheyenne 
contractors, a number of nationally 
known builders of Denver, New York, 
San Francisco, St. Louis and Kansas 
City. Competition is expected to be ex- 
tremely keen, which, according to the 
constructing quartermaster, should re- 
sult in the work being done by a well 
equipped and qualified contractor at a 
reasonable price.

‘ing, and the time may come when the 
British Government will have to appeal 
to the so-called escalator clause in the 
London Treaty; and if it should do so 
the question will arise as to whether 
or not the United States will follow 
British action and build beyond the 
treaty. It is apparent that Congress 
at the coming session, will not adopt a 
program which will bring about the 
ostensible parity provided for by the 
treaty. If the British find it necessary 
to construct addition ships, the com- 
parative weakness of this country 
probably will be further emphasized. 


It is not at all unlikely that the War 
Department will object to the estab- 
lishment of army ratios. It is pointed 
out that the United States has such a 
small force today that no rule can be 
laid down at an international confer- 
ence which would cause any cut in our 
land force. Moreover, it is extremely 
doubtful if France or Italy would be

servative to say that no non-sectarian 
school in the country secures a higher 
voluntary attendance at religious meet- 
ings than is shown by the students of 
military camps at the camp and local 
churches of their respective faiths. 
It is not proposed to make converts 
to any denomination in 30 days at a 
CMTC Camp, but it is assured that a 
student arriving in camp with proper 
religious background in his family and 
local church shall be afforded ade- 
quate facilities and skilled religious 
guidance to keep him in chosen faith. 
_ The statement that military train- 
ing promotes crime rests on the super- 
ficial resemblance of killing in war 
and in personal combat or gang crime. 
The conclusion is as illogical as the 
idea that surgical training promotes 
cancer or that training in fire com- 
panies promotes arson because _iso- 
lated cases of surgical malpractice in 
hospitals or criminal conduct among 
firemen have been discovered. The 
error in assuming military training to 
be a background for crime arises 
from the failure of propagandists to 
give weight to the daily and constant 
stress in military training on the 
habit-forming instruction in prompt 
obedience to constituted authority, in- 
culcation, of respect for laws, and the 
restraint of prompt, certain, and just 
punishment for offenses. The propa- 
gandist stresses only the assumed evil 
influence of skill in arms and the psy- 
chology of personal combat as promot- 
ing the misuse of that skill in crime in- 
stead of national defense. One might 
as justly denounce the armament or 
target practice of police as promoting 
crime. The fundamental truth of 
military training and armament is 
bedded deep in our Constitution. It 
may be stated as follows: Military 
training, armament, both national and 
individual, and skill in use of arms 
are guarantees of civic justice, na- 
tional liberty, and international fair 
play in direct proportion to the de- 
votion of the individual or nation to 
the principles of justice, liberty and 
fairplay and the ability to physically 
enforce such principles, when decided 
by proper courts or treaties. Our 
whole system of municipal police and 
national Army and Navy is based on 
the above principle. 

The acid test of the effect of mili- 
tary training as a background of 
crime is found in an impartial com- 
parison of the criminal activity of 
trainees and non-trainees. Canada 
had approximately 58 murders and 
Chicago, with one-third the population, 
had about 568 murders in 1929. Yet 
Canada had many-fold the intensity 
of military training as compared with 
the United States in the World War, 
and still trains a much higher per- 
centage of her youth in Summer 
camps. Italy for 1930 has over one 
and one-quarter million youths in 
training comparable to CMTC, ROTC, 
and scout camps and her murder rate 
is about one-eighth of that of the 
United States. Incomplete surveys of 
inmates of American jails and prisons 
shows the ratio of liability of im- 
prisonment of ex-service men to be 
about 60 per cent of non-service men 
of like age. The personnel of the 
regular Army and Navy who should 
be most infected by the criminal con- 
tamination of military l|raining show 
only about 10 per cent of the serious 
crime of civilians of like age and sex. 
Finally, in 12 years of peace since 
Armistice Day, civilian Americans 
have murdered each other to a total 
of more than three-fold the 50,280 
battle deaths of the 4,800,000 Ameri- 
can soldiers and sailors in the War.

willing to make any substantial con- 
cessions in their military policy. The 
first question which naturally will 
come up will be that of conscription. 
Wedded to that principle, European 
states, constantly confronted by dan- 
gerous situations, probably will be un- 
willing to abandon it. _ 

It is the air which will give rise to 
serious complications. This is a mat- 
ter of vital moment in view of the 
length of time planes now can stay 
aloft, the length of flight, the carrying 
power of the vessels, and the proven 
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value of the dirigibles. The ease with 
which commercial ships can be con- 
verted for war purposes also is a ques- 
tion for careful consideration. Am- 
bassador Gibson will be given careful 
instructions on all these matters, and 
in addition will be supplied with a 
technical staff. The Administration, 
however, is not so much interested in 
technical advice as it is in getting 
diplomatic results, and it may be that 
the views of officers will be set aside 
as they were at London.
